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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a device for 
predicting an earthquake by utilizing the earth storm of 
the earth. 

SOLUTION: Identical poles N and N of permanent 
magnets 2A and 2B are allowed to oppose each other, 
and an indication shaft 1 that is fixed to a shaft 3 is 
suspended horizontally and rotatably at a fixing point 4 
by a string 5. A magnetic needle 6 is directed toward 
North and South and is always constant but the 
indication shaft 1 rotates when earth storm occurs. An 
earthquake occurs when the amount of rotation exceeds 
a certain threshold, so that the earthquake can be 
predicted according to the observation of the amount of 
rotation. 
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
